Two Months in an Open Boat. 

Out of the party of twenty-two 
Samoans who left Tutuila Island in 
a large boat late in September, one 
half perished miserably from 
exposure, while the survivors were 
cast away on the Island of Namu- 
nul, the uortheasternmost island of 
the Ellice group, from whence they 
were finally taken by the mission 
yacht John Williams more dead 
than aliye. 

The Australian mail advices 
brought by the steamer Mariposa 
state that the Samoans had set out 
for two neighboring islands, some 
sixty miles distant, but were over- 
taken by a gale which blew them 
out of their course, and for sixty 
days they drifted helplessly at the 
mercy of the waves. 

Nino of the party died in the boat 
one was killed in landing at Namu- 
nul Island, 900 miles from the port 
they left, and some collapsed on 
reaching shore, leaving only eight 
survivors. 

They ate up the little food they 
had, but suffered less for want of 
water, as they were able to spread 
sails to catch the rain, which fell 
heavily. This they stored up in 
some trade boxes they had on 
board. The island they eventually 
reached is inhabited, and the peo- 
ple took all possible care of them, 
but they were in a very low con- 
dition when the steamer picked 
them up. The survivors have .since 
been returned to their homes.

tion of the trees themselves. If the 
trees are thrifty and the soil iu good 
ooudition perhaps you may another 
year reap some return from your invest- 
ment of fertilizer, but the general mis- 
take in fertilising an orchard i9 to make 
she allow auM too small rather than too 
large.

ALONG A BRIDGE RAIL. 

Daring Fear of a Foolhardy 
Wheel woman In Kan- 
sas City. 

Ever since Joe Henley made his 
perious sprint across the ties of 
the Milwaukee bridge on the bare 
rims of his bicycle a number of 
ambitious cyclists of Kansas City 
have professed a willingness to 
equal tho performance. But untij 
recently none of them had gone 
further than to ride out and view 
tho bridge. Now, however, a 
woman, Dora Dcwitt, has equaled 
Henley's feat: and has gone him 
one better, for she rode along on 
the outside of the rail of the bridge 
across the Missouri in a space only 
IS inches wide. It was a hair rais- 
ing performance and one that is 
not likely to be equaled soon. 

Miss Dewitt rode a light racer. 
The tires had been removed, leav- 
ing only the bare rims to ride on. 
She started, at a fast clip knowing 
that in no other way cou'd she get 
across. A single mishap would 
have hurled her into the Missouri 
river, 90 feet below. Once, near 
the centerof the bridge, she swerv- 
ed slightly, and for a few feet the 
wheel rushed along within an inch 
of tho edge of the ties, but the girl 
was cool, and in a moment she was 
iu control of her wheel and finish 
ed the trip without further danger. 
The greatest peril was in the de- 
pression 2 feet wide which exist at 
regular intervals from one end of 
the bridge to the other. But she 
crossed all of these firmly, though 
the shock each time seemed as if it 
would throw her from the wheel. 
At the close Miss Dewitt's arms 
were so nujib that she could not 
lift them. Several well known 
wheelmen witnessed the feat — St. 
Louis Globe Democrat.
